Ivir,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentleman, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Healtli  for  the  year  I960, 

The  number  of  live  births  fell  by  eleven  and  the  number  of 
deaths  by  four,  the  adverse  balance  of  deaths  over  births  thus 
increasing  from  six  in  1959  to  thirteen  in  I960,  The  estimated  mid-year 
population  shovfed  a decrease  of  forty.  Heart  disease  in  various  forais, 
cancer,  and  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system,  in  that  o2?der,  were 
at  the  head  of  the  list  of  causes  of  death.  There  was  one  stillbiarbh, 
and  the  death  of  one  infant  was  recorded. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year,  thirteen  cases  of  scarlet  fever, 
of  a mild  type,  were  notified.  The  incidence  of  infectious  disease 
otherf/ise  was  low.  There  v/ere  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis  and  an  extended 
scheme  of  vaccination  against  this  disease  continued  during  the  year. 

The  discussions  on  the  amalgamation  of  water  undertaJdngs  in  the 
area  continued,  resulting  in  the  formation,  by  agreement,  of  the  North 
Cornwall  l^ater  Board,  of  wiiicli  this  Council  became  a constituent  member. 

The  supply  of  v/ater  to  satisfy  modern  public  demands  and  present-day 
standards  of  purity  is  a specialised  and  increasingly  complex  field  of 
public  health  engineering,  which  the  resources  of  one  small  authority  are 
inadequate  to  meet.  The  formation  of  this  nev/  Board  is  therefore  a welcome 
development, 

I should  lilce  to  express  my  thanics  to  ]^/ir.  Haylett,  the  Council's 
Su27veyor  and  Public  Health  Insj^ector,  for  his  valuable  assistance  in  the 
preparation  of  this  report  and  in  all  aspects  of  our  v/ork  together.  To 
iir.  Hawkey,  the  Clerk  of  the  Council,  and  his  staff,  I am  indebted  for  much 
help  and  I am  glad  to  continue  tlie  record  of  my  appreciation  of  the  co- 
operation of  the  General  Medical  Practitioners  of  the  district.

Area  (in  acres)  52,544»  Cgnelford  I^ural  District  is  the  country  from 
Delabole  Point  in  Port  Isaac/^o  Strangles  Beach,  north  of  Boscastle, 
inland  to  St.  Clether  and  south  to  St,  Brev/ard,  and  consists  for  the  most 
part  of  three  plateaux  4OO  ft.  'JOO  ft.  and  1,100  ft,  above  sea  level. 

The  geology  of  the  District  is  very  con^jlex,  due  to  much  faulting 
and  over- thrusting.  The  rocks  in  the  area  west  of  the  River  Camel  ane 
Upper  Devonian,  and  it  is  in  these  beds  that  the  famous  Delabole  Slate  has 
been  quarried  for  several  centuries.  Along  the  northern  boundary  minning 
east  to  west  is  the  Davidstov/  anti-cline,  the  northern  flank  of  which 
disappears  under  the  culm  measures  near  Boscastle. 


The  beds  in  the  anti-cline  can  be  seen  in  the  Tintagel  Cliff 
Sections,  black  shales,  slates  and  volcanics  are  well  exposed.  East  of  the 
River  Camel  is  the  granite  mass  of  Bodmin  Moor  and  at  St.  ETeT/'ard  a fino 
silver  grey  granite  of  the  liighest  quality  is  quarried.

General  medical  services  under  Part  IV  of  the  National  Health 
Service  Act,  194^?  piTovided  hy  medical  practitioners  resident  in 
the  district  and  in  adjoining  districts,  all  of  whcm  undertake  maternity 
medical  services. 

County  Council  Services 

I Health  Department.  The  County  Council  is  the  local  health 

authority  for  the  purposes  of  Part  III  of  the  National  Health 

Service  Act,  194^^  provides  the  follovdng  services  in  the 

district  : - 

(a)  I^/U/lvifery  and  Home  Nursing  : Nurse-midvives  are  provided  to 

attend  general  nursing  and  midv/ifery  cases  in  the  home, 

(b)  Health  Visiting  : The  nurse  midvives  act  also  as  health 

visitors  and,  with  special  training  in  tlie  care  of  the  mother 
and  young  child,  are  available  to  give  advice  on  health  matters 
in  the  home  or  at  the  clinic.  They  act  also  as  school  nurses, 

(c)  Infant  Welfare  Centre  : Monthly  Infant  Welfare  Clinics  are 
held  at  Camelford  and  St,  Ereward. 

(d)  Dental  Clinic  : Priority  dental  treatment  for  expectant  and 
nursing  mothers  and  pre-school  children  is  available  at  the 
Dental  Clinic  at  the  Health  Clinic,  Launceston,  and  at 

Came  If  Old  and  Delabole, 

(e)  Vaccination  and  Immunisation  : Facilities  for  vaccination 

against  smallpox  and  iiiimunisation  against  diphtheria  and 
whooping  cough  arc  provided  at  the  Infant  Nelfare  Clinic  or 
by  the  supply  of  materials  to  the  family  doctor.  Regular 
sessions  are  held  for  poliomyelitis  vaccination, 

(f)  Home  Help  Service  : Home  helps  are  enployed  to  provide 
domestic  help  for  houselx^lds  in  certain  circumstaices,  a charge 
being  made  for  this  service  according  to  the  means  of  the 
person  concerned. 

(g)  Ambulance  Service  : A service  of  ambulances  for  the  conveyance 

of  sick,  accident  and  emergency  cases  is  provided.  For  sitting 
cases,  utilecon  sitting  case  vehicles  are  used,  V/hen  appropriate, 
some  cases  are  carried  by  the  Hospital  Car  Service,  a voluntary 
organisation.  Day-to-day  administration  of  the  service  is 
carried  out  ffom  Anibulance  Control,  Bodmin, 
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(h)  Prevention  of  Xllnsss^  Care  and  A'f'bei^caro  : A fiill— time 

tuberculosis  health  visitor  is  p3rovided  for  the  care  and 
after-care  of  tuberculous  persons.  District  nurses  are 
available  to  assist  in  the  liome  treatment  of  such  persons  vdien 
required  by  the  Chest  Physician  or  family  doctor.  Certain 
special  investigations  are  carried  out  in  other  types  of 
illness  by  district  health  visitors,  vdiile  health  education  is 
carried  out  by  the  County’s  medical  and  nursing  staff. 

(i)  Mental  Health  : The  County  Council  has  certain  responsibil- 

ities ii  connection  \7ith  the  ascertainment  of  mental  ill-health 
and  mental  deficiency,  YT±th  the  provision  of  statatory 
supervision,  etc.  for  mental  defectives  living  ii  the  ccomunity 
and  v.dth  the  provision  of  after-care  follcwing  treatment  for 
mental  illness.  The  Mental  Y/elfare  Officer  for  the  District 
vrorks  from  the  Health  Area  Office,  Launceston.

Counciil  is  responsible  for  the  School  Health  Service,  wliich

persons.  It  is  concerned  also  with  the  provision  of  temporary 
accommodation  in  certain  circumstances  for  persons  in  urgent 
need  tliereof.  The  Welfare  Officer  for  the  district  works  from 
the  Health  Area  Office,  Launcestai.

The  South  Y/estem  Regional  Hospital  Board  is  the  hospital 
authority  for  the  area. 

In-patient  and  out-patient  facilities  are  previded  by  the  Royal 
CornR/all  Inxireiary,  xruro,  the  Last  Cornwall  Hospital,  Bodiuin,  Launceston 
Hospital  and  hospitals  in  Plymouth  and  elsev/here.  Cases  of  infectious 
disease  are  adniitted  to  the  Scott  Isolation  Hospital,  Plymouth  and  the 
Isolation  Hospital,  Truro,  and  tuberculosis  patients  to  Tehidy  or 
Didv/orthy  Sanatoria. 
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Mental  hospital  accorarnodation  is  provided  hy  St.  Lavo'cnce’s  Hospital  and 
Laninval  Ibuse,  Bodniin,  and  hy  Mooirfields  Ibspital,  Ivyoridge,  Devon, 

An  OrtlK)paedio  Clinic  is  held  weekly  in  Caiaelford,  and  physiotherapy 
clinics  are  held  at  Tavistock  Hospital,  Davrf’ield  Hospital,  Hols'vTOrthy, 
and  at  Bodniin,  Chest  Clinic  sessions  are  held  at  Launceston  Hospital 
and  at  the  East  Com-i/all  Hospital,  Bodniin.  Aj-i  ophthalmic  clinic  for 
school  and  pre-school  children  is  held  periodically  at  the  Health  Clinic, 
Launceston  and  at  Camelford,  A specialist  ante-natal  clinic  is  held  at 
Launceston  Health  Clinic  v/eelcLy.

The  v;ater  supplies  for  the  District  show  no  change  from  those 
given  in  the  report  for  1959 • During  the  year,  ho'v/evor,  the  formation  of 
the  North  Cornwall  Water  Boai'd,  "by  the  amalgamation  of  the  Bodmin  Borough 
Council,  Padstow  Urban  District  Council,  the  Rural  Districts  of  Camelford 
and  Wadebridge,  became  a fact,  the  new  Board  coming  into  operation  on  1st 
January, 1961. 

The  formation  of  this  Board  should  ultimately  lead  to  better 
supplies  tliroughout  the  district,  and  the  Council  should  ask  the  Board 
to  give  urgent  attention  to  the  northern  parts  and  to  the  supplementation 
of  the  Boscastle  supply,  v/hich  for  years  has  been  causing  considerable 
anxiety,  particularly  in  tJrie  holiday  periods.

The  Council  have  modem  sewage  schemes  in  the  parishes  of 
Tintagel,  Bosoastle,  St.  Breward  and  St.  Teath.  In  the  case  of  Tintagel, 
there  are  two  sea  outfalls  which  cause  no  known  ill  effect.  Both 
discharge  directly  into  the  Atlantic  Ocean  and  are  a considerable  distance 
away  from  any  bathing  beach. 

At  Bo  seas  tie  the  whole  of  the  sewage  is  discliarged  directly 
out  to  sea  and  again  is  nowhere  near  any  bathing  beach. 

A.t  St,  Breward j the  vrarks,  which  were  completed  in  1958 ^ 
produce  a satisfactory  effluent  which  discharges  directly  into  the  Eiver 
Camel . 


The  Parish  of  St,  Teath  has  two  works  which  were  completed  in  the 
immediate  post“\/ar  period.  At  Trekno-v?,  a modem  works  discharges  treated 
sewage  into  a stream  'viiiich  considerably  dilutes  the  effluent  before  it 
reaches  the  bathing  beach  at  Trebarwith  Strand. 

The  effluent  from  the  Camelford  works  continues  to  be  unsatisfactory. 

The  proposed  new  \\rorks,  wiiich  vd-11  also  serve  the  nearby  haniLets  of  Trevia 
and  Tregoodwell,  should  remedy  this  state  of  affairs. 

Public  Cleansing 

A comprehensive  scheme  covering  ^0/'o  of  the  properties  in  this 
district  is  in  operation  for  the  collection  and  disposal  of  all  house  and 
tra.de  refuse.  During  the  year  the  cost  of  this  service  was  £1,428  in 
which  the  vehicle  travelled  S,60Q  miles  to  collect  915  loads  estimated  to 
T/eigh  4^575  tons.  Tliis  was  disposed  of  at  one  or  other  of  the  Council's 
four  tips. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  cost  of  collection  and  disposal 
per  ton  has  dropped  from  9/ 2d,  in  195^53  ^ ^^hen  a comprehensive  scheme 
was  first  begun,  to  6/3d.  duiring  the  cument  year.  The  reduction  in  cost, 
in  spite  of  the  generail  tendency  to  increase,  is  probably  due  to  the  fact 
that  the  whole  of  the  refuse  collected  has  practically  doubled  in  the  eight 
\'ear  period  whilst  the  number  of  niLles  travelled  has  not  increased  much 
over  20^0, 

At  all  of  the  tips  controlled  tipping  is  not  possible, but  on  two  of 
the  tips  the  whole  area  is  levelled  and  covered  with  soil  and  ashes  at 
least  tv/ice  every  tvrelve  montiis  and  no  nuisances  appear  to  arise. 

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949 

During  the  year  under  review,  the  Council  ceased  to  operate  a joint 
solieme  'ivith  Wadebridge  Rural  District  and  Pads  tow  Urban  District  and  inaugurated 
their  own  scheme,  which  not  only  provides  for  the  treatment  of  rat  and  mouse 
infestation  in  private  houses,  but  also  for  the  treatment  of  infestation  by  all 
vermin,  excluding  rabbits,  on  all  other  properties  in  this  area. 
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Y/hilst  this  scheme  is  still  in  its  infancy,  there  appears  to  he 
little  douht  that  the  s ei^vices  offered  are  being  used  and  credit  should  be 
given  to  the  Council  for  operating  such  a service  vdiich  appears  to  be 
unique  in  the  South  Y/est  of  England. 

HOUSHYG- 


Although  it  is  no  loiiger  necessary  for  detailed  housing  statistics 
to  be  given  in  Annual  Reports,  it  is  of  interest  to  note  that  during  tlie 
year  under  review  some  498  inspections  vjere  made  under  the  Public  Health  and 
Housing  Acts  and  17  houses  were  found  to  be  in  sucli  a state  as  to  be 
injurious  to  health  and  unfit  for  human  habitation.  Action  w’-as  taken  under 
Section  16  of  the  Housing  Act,  1957  in  connection  mth  tvYel\’c  houses  and  under 
Section  42  of  the  same  Act  in  respect  of  six  houses. 

Under  the  Housing  Acts,  1949  - 1959 ^ five  applications  \7ere 
received  for  Disereticnary  Grants,  and  vrork  v/as  completed  during  the  year 
on  four  at  a total  expenditure  of  £6,283,  towards  which  the  Council  made 
Grants  totalling  £1,945*  There  were  t^/entynine  applications  for  Standard 
Grants  received  under  the  House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act,  1959,  snd  during  the 
period  under  reviev7,  thirteen  dYellings  v/ere  improved  at  a total  e:>q)enditure 
of  £1,855,  towards  vdiich  the  Council  made  Grants  totalling  £587.  18.  Od. 

During  the  year,  no  new  houses  were  erected  by  the  Council,  but 
eight  were  completed  by  private  enterprise. 


At  the  end  of  the  year, there  remained  on  the  Council’s  housing 
list  some  71  applications,  several  of  which  were  from  persons  not  resident  in 
this  district  v/ho  vished  to  retire  in  this  area. 


RATIONAL  ASSIST/ITCS  ACTS  1948  and  1951 

Section  47  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  I948  deals  vith  the 
removal  to  suitaole  premises  of  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention. 

It  places  on  the  Council  the  duty  of  securing  tiie  necessary  care  and  attention 
for  persons  who  : 


(a)  suffering  from  grave  chronic  disease  or,  being  aged, 

infirm  or  ph^^sically  incapacitated,  are  living  in  insanitarj^ 
conditions , and 


(b)  are  unable  to  devote  to  themselves,  and  are  not  receiving 
from  other  persons,  proper  care  and  attention, 

u nxT  taicen  on  the  certificate  of  the  medical  officer  of 

health,  aiid  involves  tlae  maiang  of  an  order,  by  a court  of  suiavary  jurisdic- 
t^n,  the  reraov^  of  tlio  person  concerned  to  a suitable  hospital  or  other 
place.  Ihe  oraer  is  effective  for  up  to  tla-oe  months  and  is  renewable  by 
the  court  for  s3i.iilar  periods.  It  applies  mainly  to  aged  persons  living  in 
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insanitary  surroundiiigs  to  viiom  the  other  ooiiditions  of  the  section  apply, 
and  is  talcen,  as  a rule,  only  after  tlie  failure  of  all  efforts  to  persuade 
the  iiidividual  to  enter  voluntarily  some  institution  \7here  the  necessary 
care  and  attention  are  available. 

The  national  Assistance  (Amendi'aent)  Act,  1931?  modified  the 
procedure  to  allow  of  the  removal  of  such  persons  in  conditions  of  urgency 
on  tlie  order  of  a single  magistrate  after  the  submission  of  certificates 
by  the  medical  officer  of  healtli  and  one  other  medical  practitioner,  for 
a maxiimam  period  of  three  weeks.  Tliis  period  may  be  extended,  if  necessary, 
by  the  action  laid  down  by  Section  47  of  the  main  Act, 

It  was  unnecessary  to  take  any  action  under  these  Acts  during  the 

year. 
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II\TSEECTION  ill®  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


1,  Milk 

Under  the  liilk  (Special  Designation)  (Pasteurised  and  Sterilised 
Milk)  Regulations,  three  licences  v/erc  issued  to  enable  dealers  whose 
premises  are  within  the  District  to  sell  milk. 

The  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations,  I960. 

Under  these  Regulations,  viiich  came  into  operation  during  tlie  year, 
the  County  Council,  as  food  and  drugs  authority,  beoaiiie  responsible  for  the 
registration  of  dealers  rln  miUc  tliroughout  the  County,  This  aspect  of  the 
Regailations  came  into  effect  on  1st  January,  I96I,  The  Minister  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  ajxd  Pood  continues  to  be  responsible  for  the  issue 
of  licences  to  producers, 

2.  Ice-Cream 


There  ai'e  30  premises  registered  for  the  sale  and  storage  of  ice- 
cream and  of  these  only  one  manufa.ctures  the  product.  It  is  nov7  possible 
for  Local  Authorities  to  exercise  more  stringent  control  over  ice-cream 
i^^i^'^s-cturers  and  mainly  due  to  the  co-operation  of  the  trade,  the  day  of 
the  individual  manufacture  of  ice-cream  has  disappeared  in  favour  of  tlie 
five  or  more  larger  manufacturers.

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PiSVALENCE  OF,  iJ©  CX^l'I'IKDL  OVER,  IMPBGTIOUS 
AMD  OaiiEa  DISEilSES. 

The  infectious  diseases  viiich  are  statutorily  notifiable  to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  are  the  foUcwing  Smallpox,  cholera, 
diphtheria,  membranous  croup,  erysipelas,  scarlet  fever,  typhus  fever, 
typhoid  fever,  paratyphoid  fever,  relapsing  fever,  plague,  poliomyelitis, 
tuberculosis,  malaria,  dysentery,  puerperal  pjn’exia,  ophthalmia 
neonatorum,  acute  primary  pneumonia,  acute  influenzal  pneumonia,  whooping 
cough,  measles,  aout<;  encephalitis,  moningococcal  infection,  anthrax  and 
food  poisoningo 

The  montlily  incidence  of  infectious  disease  is  sliown  in  Table  III. 

Smallpox.  No  case  v/as  j'eported  during  the  year,  during  phich  50  primary 
vaccinations  and  1 re--vaccination  Y/ere  carried  out. 

Diphtheria.  No  caserj  pure  notified  during  the  year,  73  children 
received  a complete  oom'se  of  prhnary  iiimimisation,  the  triple  antigen 
against  diphtheria,  v/hooping  cough  and  tetanus  being  used  in  almost  all 
cases. 

Measles,  Two  cases  v/ere  notified  during  I960, 


\7hooping  Cory^h.  Thx’ee  cases  of  this  infection  were  notified  during  the  year. 

Scarlet  Fever.  Thirteen  cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  nine  occurring 
in  Febmary,  The  infection  was  mild,  and  hospital  adiiission  v/as  arranged 
in  only  one  case,  in  Y\/hich  the  diagnosis  vmis  dubious  and  was  not  definitely 
confirmed.  The  cases  occurred  in  several  parishes  of  the  district. 

Rheumatic  I’ever.  This  disease  is  notifiable  in  the  County  of  ComY/all 
in  persons  up  to  the  age  of  l6  years,  but  is  not  generally  notifiable 
throughout  the  country.  One  case  was  notified  in  March. 

Poliomyelitis . No  cases  of  tills  disease  Vyrere  notified  during  the  year. 

Vaccination  against  tliis  disease  continued,  the  Minister  of  Health 
extending  the  eligible  age-groups  to  include  persons  up  to  40  years  of  age, 
and  introducing  further  priority  classes.  During  the  year,  280  persons  in 
all  the  age  groups  and  priority  classes  received  the  primary  course  of  tv.p 
injections,  Ey  the  end  of  the  year,  1,725  persons  had  received  the 
course  of  bvVD  iijections  since  the  beginning  of  the  scheme  in  1956,  and,  of 
these,  1,367  had  also  had  their  third  injection.

The  Regional  Hospital  Botird  is  responsible  for  treatment  of 
Tuberculosis  patients  and  the  County  Council  for  the  prevention  of 
spread  of  the  disease  and  after-care  of  tiie  pa.tients. 

Out-patients  and  contacts  are  seen  by  the  Chest  Pliysicians  at 
the  Chest  Clinics  at  Laionceston  Hosi^ital,  and  East  Comv/all  Hospital, Bodmin. 

Tile  County  Council  Tiiberculosis  Health  Visitors  attend  the  Clinics,  follow 
up  the  iiatients  in  their  homes,  trace  contacts  and  sources  of  infection 
and  thus  acting  as  most  valuable  and  essential  "liaison  officers"  between 
the  curative  and  p reventive  services,  bridge  a most  alarming  gap. 

All  susceptible  contacts  in  the  District  are  offered  B.C.G. 
Vaccination,  and  most  avail  themselves  of  this  method  of  protection. 

The  scheme  for  B.C.G-.  Vaccination  of  susceptible  school  leavers 
continued  during  the  year,  again  Y/ith  an  excellent  response. 

OTHER  DISEASES 

Cancer  of  the  Lui,c:«  r>rc*i:tg  I960,  a further  six  deaths,  five  males  and 
one  female,  were  certified  as  being  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung,  the  total 
number  of  deaths  from  'uil  forms  of  cancer  during  the  year  being  18,  10  male  and 
8 female.  This  briigs  the  total  of  deaths  from  this  form  of  cancer  since 
1949  to  19?  15  male  and  4 feniale.  Duriig  the  same  period,  there  have  been 
73  niale  and  99  female  deaths  from  all  forms  of  cancer.
